later on, and as there is too much 
swindle business done at present in 
Mexieo, we must warn aoc for 
any new diseoveries of thie country.

ARRANGEMENT OF AN U. S. COL- 
LECTION. 


«As every man’s lionse is his castle in 
a legal sense, so is every man’s album 
philatelically, and he has the right to 
admit there or to exelude from it what 
lie will and to arrange his specimens in 
any order he may see fit. 

But for the specialist it seems to me 
that the most satisfactery arrangement 
isa blank album with heavy eardboard 
pages of a convenient size, with the 
stamps arranged strictly in accordance 
with the date of issue, whether they 
are officials, newspaper stamps, regular 
issues, or what, 

Arranged in this way the collection 
presents a varied and juteresting ap- 
pearance, and you have no blank spaces 
between the various classes of stamps ; 
all are compaet, and when new stamps 
are issued they are stuply mounted just 
beyond the last already “ on deck.” 

To illustrate: In my own collection 
of U. S&., tirst came the postmasters’ 
stamps; then the issue of 1847; then 
the “loeal carriers; the 1831 Frank- 
lin and Kagle carriers; the issue ot 
1851-6; that of 1857-60. and then the 
Confederate issues; after ther the issue 
of 1861 (issued in consequence of the 
large numbers of the old stamps in the 
hands of the postimasters in the seced- 
ing States}, Then the stamps issued 
from 1862-7, inelnding the large news. 
papers; issnes of 1S68-69-T0-72 and 73; 
Officials, 1875; Newspapers, issue of 
187577 and °79; Official Seals, ‘74, 
issue of Postawe Dues, ete., ete.—erxl- 
ing with the Columbian issue and the 
new Se. and special delivery. 

The envelopes are similarly arranged. 

In mounting the stamps I have used 
lithographed mounts. If one lias a 
steady hand and a good eye it is preba- 


bly more satisfactory to rnle the spaces.

The idea may bea good one, 
but our private opinion is that the com- 
pany has only been started to assist cer- 
tain dealers to tight the Scott Stamp and 
Coin Co.’s Catalogue, and if the starters 
of this new company would have capital 
enough to take up this tight alone, they 
would never have asked any of their 
brother dealers to co-operate with them, 
aud for this reason we are not in favor of 
any such co-operation, as it is hound to 
do more harm than good to the stamp 
collectors in general, as it is impossible 


for any company to get up a catalogue 
to be the recognized standard and to 
mnake prices for all dealers. 


There is a rumor here inthe city that 
the A. P. A. exchange departinent is a 
great failure.

THE FAIR FROM A COLLECTOR'S 
STANDPOINT. 


BY C. CG. ADAMS. 


Of course I went first te the gallery 
in the U. 8. Government Building 
assigned for the Philatelie Exhibit. As 
yet there are 10 stamps on exhibition, 
owing to Mr. Rogers not having 
arrived, bunt the frames and cases are 
already there and in position. 

The United States exhibit comprises 
several large fraines containing a com- 
plete set of unused and entire U. 8. 
envelopes, both general and depart- 
nent issues, wrappers and postal cards, 
and it is enough to make any philatclist 
envious to see some of the gems dis 
played. 

Near by was a large frame contain- 
ing the exhibit of the American Bank 
Note Co. embodying a complete set of 
unpertorated proofs of the U.S. general 
issues from 1847 to 1893, but with no 
grilled varieties, periodicals and de- 
partments complete except the pest 
office and officially sealed stamps. These 
stamps are so arranged as to present a 
very pleasing appearance. 
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There was also shown the first shect 
of two-cent Columbian stamps printed. 

This sheet was printed at 12 M., 
November 5, 1892, and on it were the 
siguatures of Assistant-Postmaster-Gen- 
eral A. D. Hazen and of the President 
of the American Bank Note Co., Mr. 
J. MacDonough. This is a double 
sheet of 200 stamps and is unperforated. 

In another frame was a complete set 
of unperforated proofs of the U. §. 
doenment, match, medicine and pro- 
prietary stamps. among which were 
two each of the $5,000, $500 and 8200 
revennes and also the large proprietary 
stamps. In this Inilding are the 
exhibits of unused stamps, envelopes, 
wrappers and postal cards of several 
foreign countries. Most of the British 
colonies had their current issues on 
exhibition. 

Notable among these was the collec- 
tion of Trinidad stamps, comprising 
used and unused, pairs, strips and 
bloeks, shades and split provisionals, 
on and off the original covers, compris- 
ing many rare and searce stamps. 

This collection is the property of 
Messrs. F. Graham Taylor and Lionel 
E. Legge, of Port of Spain, Trinidad. 

There were several more countries 
represented, among which was Mexico, 
with a complete set of general issnes, 
and several provisionals, among which 
were a number of Guadalajaras. 

Tasmania had wnused sheets of the 
present issue, including high values, but 
unfortunately they were hung so high 
that they were almost invisible. 

But nevertheless this part of the 
exhibit is well worth seeing, and while 
looking at the stamps I met several 
collectors who seemed to be much 
interested in our fascinating pursuit. 

Leaving the Government building 
I proceeded to the Manufactures and 


Liberal Arts building, wherein I saw 
packets of stamps on sale at several 
news stands. Investing in one I found 
an ordinary lot of stainps, among which 
were two Cape of Good Hope “ Wood- 
Blocks,” but unfortunately they were 
counterfeits, 

I have heard of several exhibits of 
stamps and Philatelic supplies made by 
individuals, but as yet [ have not found 
them. 

But there is plenty to see without 
these, and J hope every reader of this 
will have a chance to see what I have 
attempted to briefiy describe. 
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JOTTINGS FROM ACROSS THE LINE. 


Matters, philatelic, as far as Canada 
is coneerned, never wore a_ brighter 
aspect than what they do at present. 
Toronto, Ottawa and Montreal are 
vying with one another as to whieh 
shall Jay claim to be called the Athens 
of Dominion philatel y. 

The organization of the Montreal 
Philatelie Club adds another strong 
link to philatelic societies, aud is now 
the second one the city hoasts of. Its 
origin is largely due to the exclusion 
of dealers from the M, P.8, Tt bids 
fair to become the imost influential of 
the two, judging from its present 
membership of close on forty, which 
includes of Montreal’s most 
advanced collectors. 

We think that the stamp exhibit at 
the World’s Fair, as well as similar 
exhibits at our Provincial and State 
fairs, do philately an wnmeasuralle 
good, and should have the conutenance 
of every lover of our hobby. Let the 
people see what stamp collecting really 
amonnts to, and this will prove to be 
stronger arguinent than whole columns 
of our most eloquent effusions.

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Canadian plilatelic jonrnalists seem 
to lack the “nervy impetuosity” of 
onr Yankee cousins, judging from the 
scarcity of our monthly journals and 
the non-appearance of many promised 
aulvocates of our goddesses fame, And 
who shall say that it would not be in 
the interest of onr cause if the active 
suppression of the pestilential four- 
page tly sheet, claiming to be published 
in the “ interest of stamp collecting,” 
was actively engaged in ? 

The publication of a standard cata- 
logue, along the chronologieal line, 
which shall be sueh, in more than 
name, is a crying necessity of the day.

standard priced catalogue. 

Perhaps the surest test of the ad- 
vance of philately is to be found in 
fact of the resurrection of many a long 
forgotten society and the renewed in- 
terest in our hobby, exhibited by num- 
bers of those who were collectors away 
back in the sixties and seventies,

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A GREAT MACHINE. 
If POSTMARKS 10,000 LETTERS AN HOUR. 

A new and improved post-marking 
and stamp cancelling machine was put 
up in the mailing department of the 
General Post Office yesterday. The 
new machine was pateuted by Messrs. 
Hay & Dolphin of Temple Court, 
who are the patentees and inventors of 
the stamping machines that have been 
muse ly the Government for several 
years. The new machine, which is a 
great improvement over the old ones, 
like them, was manufactured hy the In- 
ternational Postal Supply Company of 
New York and was made for the pur- 
pose of exhibit at the World’s Fair, It 
was placed in the Post Office yesterday 
so that it might be thoroughly tested 
and examined by the postal authorities 
of New York before being sent to 
Chicago. 

After it had been in operation a short 
time it was pronouneed far superior to 
the old style ones, the chief advantage 
being that it only requires one man to 
operate it, while the others require 
two; that it is self-lubricating and is 
rou by an electric motor, inelosed in 
its base, withont the use of bands and 
puileys as in the old style. It has a 
capacity of nearly 15,000 more letters 
an hour than the ones now in use, 

The new machine postmarks and 
cancels the stamps on 40,000 letters an 
hour, only requiring one man to oper 
ate it. The average speed of a man do- 
ing the same work ig at the rate of 
8,000 letters an hour. 

By the courtesy of Colonel H. V. 
Williamson,Snperintendent of the Mail- 
ing Department of the General Post 
Office, who has held the position for 
26 years, a ews reporter was per- 
mitted to inspeet the new machine. 

It had just been put in position on- 
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the ground tloor of the Post Office, and 
oceupied about six square feet of space, 
standing about five feet high. About 
1,000 letters were placed in position, 
the motor was started, the man in 
charge started the line of letters into 
the feeder, and in a few minutes they 
dropped, one by one, faster than the 
eye could follow, into the receiver, per- 
fectly post-marked, and all the stamps 
canceled as though done by hand. Col. 
Williamson was greatly pleased with 
the work, and said that the machine 
was a great Improvement over the ones 
how U1 use. 

For several years tive of the old style 
stamping machines liave been in use in 
the Post Office. They are owned by 
Hay & Dolphin, the inventors, and the 
International Postal Supply Company, 
and are rented by the Government for 
$400 eachayear. They were also seen 
in operation by the Vews reporter, and 
the advantages of the new machine 
were readily appreciated. 

Col. Williamson incidentally gave 
some interesting figures showing the 
amount of mail matter handled at the 
General Post Office, and the men and 
horses necessary to <o it. 

He said: We handle cach day 880 
tons of mail matter. To do this re- 
guires 175 meu, 225 horses and 128 
wagons. They make 883 trips each 
day from the Post Office to the trains, 
and 95 transfers froin the sub-post 
offices.” — Clipping from Daily Paper.

Sir: 1 am directed by the Ilonorable the 
Provincial Treasurer to inform you that owing 
to the discovery that cerlain persons were 
cleaning and using a second time cancelled 
law stamps, it is decided to have a new issue 
printed in different colors, as follows: 1() cent 
to #0 cent stamps, inclusively, in mauve in- 
stead of red; $1.00 to $5.00 stamps, inclu- 
sively, in green instead of blue ; $10.00 stamps 
in blue instead of yellow ; $20.00 stamps io 
yellow instead of green ; $30.00 stamps in red 
instead of mauve. 

You will go on using such stamps as Lhere 
may now remain in your hands of the old 
colors until the supply of them is exhausted ; 
but the Honorable the Treasurer wishes you 
to examine carefully any stamps, especially in 
the old colors, which may be presented to you 
to be affixed to dvcuments, so as to make sure 
that they have not been already used.

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THE PHILATELIC SOCIETY AS IT IS. 


BY LEWIS G. QUACKENBUSH. 


It is the custom of some of our 
spread-cagle writers to speak of Phile- 
tely as a brotherhood, a sort of frater- 
nal order of kindred souls; and per- 
haps they are not altogether wrong. 
Certain it is that many pleasant ac 
quaintances are inade and many a firm 
friendship results from the chance 
neetings, or sometimes even from the 
correspondence of philatelists. 

The banding together of any con- 
siderable number of philatelists into 
an association, is usnally the ontgrowth 
of a desire on the part of stanip men 
to meet and cultivate the acquaintance 
of others interested in the same pur- 
suit. The local society whose meetings 
are largely of a social nature was the 
forerunner of the uational society. 
Purely local societies have flourished 
for the past twenty-tive or thirty years, 
but the organization of a strong national 
society has ouly been possible, or at 
least lias only been accomplished, with- 
in the last few years. The organizers 
ot the A. P. A. hoped and expected 
to gather into that organization all, or 
nearly all, the active philatelists in the 
country and aimed to make it the 
representative association. 
They were not entirely successful, 
however. Dissensiou in matters of 
inerely ininoer importance have retarded 
the growth of the society almost since 
its very foundation. Yet it has dis- 
played wonderful vitality and is to-day 
probably in better condition for future 
progress than at any time in its history. 
Any collector ought to be proud of a 
membership in this staunch mainstay of 
American philatelies, yet its application 
list each month is not nearly as large 
as it should be. 


American 


The <A. P. A. has never lacked 
enemies and detractors. Even at the 
present tine malicious pokes and flings 
at the society are altogether too mmner- 
ons. Several articles have appeared 
lately in English journals written by a 
Canadian named Bartiett, who is not 
entirely without notoriety on this side 
of the Atlantic and whose unscrupulous 
attacks upon the A. P. A. have been 
witnessed with disgust by every im- 
partial observer. Ele describes our 
great association as a band of tliteves, 
and under the pretenee of writing a 
legitimate plilatelic article, he takes 
every opportunity of expressing his 
dislike of American institutions and the 
American people. Philately has suf- 
fered more from the attacks of such 
people, men who care nothing for the 
pursuit save as a means of imaking 
mouey, than from all the assaults of 
outsiders. This article is not intended 
as a defenee of the A. P. A., but it 
is impossible for any fair minded phila- 
telist to withhold his indignation at 
such venomons mouthings, which ain 
to cripple a great body of philatelists 
and thereby indirectly to injure 
philately itself. 

The A. P. A. had never had a rival 
worthy of its steel until the Sons of 
Philatelia appeared upon the seene. 
True, there were the Philatelic Society 
of America, and the Western Philatelic 
Union, composed inostly of disgruntled 
deserters from the older society, both 
of which began life with the avowed 
intention of rivaling the A. DP. A. in 
numbers and influence ; but although 
both are still in the ring, neither can 
be elassed as an influential society, 
since their membership is comparatively 
small. But the Sons of Philatelia were 
of far different metal. Its phenomenal 
rise from obscurity to the prond place 
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of the leading American society in a 
twelve-snonth has startled the philatelie 


world, And it has not yet reached its 
zenith. T confidently look for an ex- 


ceedingly healthy growth during the 
next year. Its remarkable growth im 
the past is due to two causes: first, the 
lowness of the dues,a very popular 
feature, especially with the younger 
gollectors; and second, to the entlinsi- 
astic aud heartly eobperation of all the 
younger philatelic journals in booming 
the society. 

There seems te be ample reom for 
both the A. P. A. and S. of P., since 
the two bodies cater to differeut classes. 
Of course there are many who helong 
to both; still a majority of those who 
belung to one are not members of the 
other, The S. of P. are the young 
bloods of the pursuit; the A. P. A. is 
the philatelie four limdred. Both can 
live and thrive nader present condi- 
tivns, aud there is absolutely no reason 
why the two should antagonize each 
other. But no one should imake the 
mistake of believing that there is a ery- 
ing need for new societies, Of local 
societies there cannot be too many, 
save when, two or more seek to divide 
the interest in one town; but of se 
called national societies there are 
enough and more than enough. And 
yet enterprising young men are cun- 
tinually seeking notoriety by founding 
feehle societies to compete with snch 
powerful rivals as the S. of P. and A. 
P.A. There are too many “one man” 
societies, bodies that are practically 


owned al controlled by one man. 
Even the S$. of P. in its infaney was 


of this class. Mr. R. M. Miller, the 
present efficient seeretary, sylo las the 
honor of being No. 1 on the roll of 
members, was for some time sole pro- 


prietor and manager of his society, 
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President, Secretary, Treasurer and 
Editor of the OMeial Organ. Not 


tnat this is at all disereditable to Mr. 
Miller or the society. It simply shows 
us how great societies may spring from 
small beginnings. 

The success of the 8. of P. shonld 
not bring other soeieties in the field, 
in the hope that with » nucleus of 
three members and a cash eapital of 
$1.25, they will wax great and strong. 
The lweky combination of 
stances which placed the 8.

ina place of eminence will uct assist 
others, and they must eventually perish 
of starvation withont in the slightest 
degree benefiting either the members 
or the cause of J Jt is he- 
coming altogether too commen for a 
young man who is not honored with 
office in the older organizations, to 
start a society of his own, in which he 
wil] of course Lave his choice of the 
offices. He will have little ditheulty 
i securing enough members to fill all 
the offices, but after all these honorary 
posts are filled the society is apt to 
langnish for want of air. 

All of these simall affairs divide the 
support which should be given to the 
two representative societies, and there- 
fore really belittle Philately. The 
delusion that there is reom for more 
national societies is akin to that of the 
would-be plilatelic publisher, except 
that it is less defensible. There is 
plenty of reom for more stamp papers 
—vf the right sort. 
that there is also room for improve- 


Philately.

ment in our present societies. Granted. 
But will we not do better to reform 
those we have (assuming that they need 
yeform, which is a disputed question), 
tlian to waste our time m nnrsing
